Mr*  Chairman 9 Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1966. 

The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
17$ 100  compared  with  1 6,660  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  440. 

Registered  live  births  numbered  344*  giving  an  adjusted  live  birth 
rate  of  20.5  per  thousand  population,  a decrease  on  the  previous  years*  s high 
birth  rate  of  23  per  thousand.  The  birth  rate  is  still  above  the  national  average 
for  England  and  Wales  ( 1 7 • 7)  • Of  the  344  births  registered  17  were  illegitimate 
giving  a percentage  illegitimate  rate  of  4-® 9?  which  although  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year  compares  favourably  with  other  urban  communities. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  registered  during  1 966  numbered  5* 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  14.5  per  thousand  live  births.  This  rate  for 
the  second  year  in  succession  is  considerably  below  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales  which  was  19*0  per  thousand  live  births* 

No  deaths  associated  with  child-birth  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1 966  was  188  (106  males  and 
82  females)  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  13*1  per  thousand  population.  As 
noted  in  previous  years  the  main  killing  diseases  were  cardio-vascular  lesions  and 
cancer.  Approximately  half  of  the  total  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  blood-vessels,  50  of  these  being  due  to  coronary  artery  disease. 

During  the  year  374  cases  of  infectious  disease  mare  notified,  335  of 
which  were  measles.  It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  yet  another  year 
has  passed  without  a case  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  in  the  district.  This 
is  of  course  most  satisfactory  yet  the  continuing  absence  of  the  disease  in  the 
community  tends  to  give  a false  sense  of  security  and  it  becomes  increasingly 
difficult  to  maintain  the  necessary  high  rate  of  acceptance  of  immunisation 
particularly  in  the  younger  age  group.  It  cannot  be  too  often  stressed  that  it  is 
necessary  that  all  children  should  be  protected  during  the  first  year  of  life  if 
these  two  dread  diseases  are  not  to  return. 


The  very  high  proportion  of  measles  cases  notified  underlines  once 
more  that  this  is  the  most  important  infectious  disease  in  this  country  which  has 
not  yet  been  brought  under  control.  With  the  availability  of  proven  effective 
vaccines  against  the  disease  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  measles  should  not 
be  eradicated.  In  spite  of  the  most  encouraging  results  from  various  trials  of 
the  vaccine  it  is  not  the  present  national  policy  to  introduce  mass  vaccination 
against  the  disease.  It  is  felt  that  this  policy  is  misguided,  since  th« 


e 


nuisance  value  alone  of  this  disease  would  justify  ©very  effort  to  bring  it 
under  control.  During  an  epidemic  which  occurs  every  second  year*  well  over 
half  a million  children  contract  the  disease  in  this  country  and  although  the 
mortality  rate  is  very  low*  due  to  the  high  incidence  it  cannot  be  deemed 
negligible.  The  disease  accounts  for  upwards  of  100  deaths  during  an  epidemic 
year.  The  complication  rate  has  admittedly  been  greatly  reduced  by  modem 
methods  of  treatment  but  serious  complications  and  sequellae  still  occur  the 
incidence  of  which  is  not  easy  to  determine.  Encephalitis*  deafness*  and 
chronic  pulmonary  disease  are  the  most  serious  possible  results  of  this 
disease  and  one  wonders  just  how  much  lasting  damage  is  caused  by  the 
continuing  high  attack  rate  of  measles  in  the  child  community.  If  we  have 
an  effective  preventive  measure  why  not  use  it? 


It  remains  for  me  finally  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  Mr.  L * Hall  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  of  the  support  given  to  me  by  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  by 
Officials  of  the  Council.

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PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL 


The  county  district  of  Irlam  in  Lancashire  is  roughly  square  in 
formation  with  sides  over  three  and  half  miles  long* 

The  District  boundaries  on  the  North  march  with  those  of  Tyldesley, 
Worsl ey  and  Leigh,  on  the  South  with  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  on  the  East 
with  Eccles  and  on  the  West  with  the  banks  of  the  River  G-laze0 

The  residents  are  thus  provided  with  an  area  quasi*- rural  in 
character,  which  makes  a relieving  contrast  to  the  industrial  nature  of  the 
district  on  its  southern  borders. 

A variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The 
following  list  is  a brief  summary: - 

Steel  and  iron  works,  soap  works,  margarine  and  lard  manufactures , 
coal  tips,  tar  works,  basket  works,  general  engineering,  timber  storage,  and 
market  gardening® 


POPULATION 

The  resident  population  of  Irlam  estimated  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral 
in.  mid-1 966  was  17,100. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  156. 

In  addition  to  the  resident  population  large  numbers  from  outside 
the  district  journey  daily  to  and  from  the  various  works  in  the  district.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  5 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  4 of  which 
occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
14*5  per  1 ,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1966  was  19*0. 

The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district  for  the  years 
1961-1965  was  24*8  per  1 ,000  live  births.

1 ,000  of  the  total  population.

The  average  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  over  the  five  years 
1962-1966  has  been  2.27  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  this  compares  with  a 
national  rate  for  1 966  of  2.25*  The  average  death  rate  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  over  the  same  five  years  in  the  district  has  been  0.53  compared 
with  a national  rate  in  1966  of  0.56.

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES 

Twenty-four  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  (excluding  cancer)  giving  a death  rate  of  1.40  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  0.96  in  1965* 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (Males:  aged  29  years 
and  60  years)  were  notified  during  1966*  There  were  no  deaths  from  the 
disease.

A combined  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  is  available,  and,  this  is  administered  at  monthly  intervals 
for  three  months*  All  children  should  be  fully  protected  against  these  three 
diseases  before  they  are  6 months  old*  These  protective  injections  are  avail- 
able free  of  charge  at  infant  welfare  clinics  or  at  the  surgeries  of  general 
p rac  ti  ti  one  rs  *

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  at  the  present  time,  offered  free 
to  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  forty  years.  In  addition. 
Doctors  and  their  families,  hospital  workers,  expectant  mothers,  persons  going 
to  visit  or  reside  outside  Europe,  Canada,  or  U.S.A.,  dental  surgeons  and  their 
staffs  and  families  are  also  eligible  for  vaccination*  During  the  year  only 
oral  vaccination  was  carried  out  utilising  vaccine  developed  by  Dr*  Sabin,  which 
in  addition  to  being  much  more  easily  administered,  gives  a greater  degree  of 
protection  against  the  disease*  This  vaccine  is  given  by  drops  on  sugar  lumps 
or  as  a syrup  by  spoon  to  young  children  * 

As  with  other  immunological  procedures  the  work  is  carried  out  at 
Local  Health  Authority  Clinics  or  by  the  family  practitioner.

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin- 
tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against 
the  disease  should  this  be  necessary* 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Under  section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  195l)  a local  authority 
may  apply  to  a court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are 
unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons*

To  the  Chairman  and.  Members  of  the 
IRLAM  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  services  of  the  district  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1966. 

The  framework  of  the  report  is  similar  to  that  of  previous  years 
embodying  the  necessary  statistics  and  brief  summaries  on  the  various  sections 
of  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  function  of  the  environmental  health  service  is  to  produce  and 
maintain  conditions  in  the  area  which  are  best  conducive  to  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  community.  It  is  to  this  end  that  the  members  of  the  staff 
have  striven  during  the  past  year.  Progress  is  of  necessity  slow  but  there  has 
definitely  been  a steady  move  towards  our  ultimate  goal.  There  is  a tendency 
to  place  more  emphasis  on  those  things  that  are  not  up  to  the  high  standard 
for  which  we  aim  than  to  view  the  picture  as  a whole.  The  mere  mention  of 
atmospheric  pollution  conjures  up  pictures  of  plumes  of  red  clouds  from  the 
Steel  Works  whilst  ignoring  the  fact  that  we  have  nearly  one  third  of  the 
district  in  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  that  all  the  boiler  plant  in  the  district 
has  been  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Clean  Air  Act.  True  we 
must,  of  necessity,  look  to  the  things  which  require  attention*  but  let  us  not 
belittle  the  work  done  and  the  progress  being  made  day  by  day.  The  Council’s 
decision  to  continue  with  their  Smoke  Control  Programme  after  a break  of  three 
years  is  a welcome  one  and  will  no  doubt  contribute  greatly  to  o\xr  ultimate 
aim  of  a clean  atmosphere. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  was  modified  to  keep  abreast  with  the 
ever  increasing  demands  of  an  expanding  district,  and  is  working  efficiently, 
a weekly  collection  being  maintained  throughout  the  year.  As  a result  of  the 
modification  the  amount  of  waste  paper  recovered  and  sold  was  over  30%  higher 
than  any  previous  year.  The  gross  income  from  salvage  being  over  ft, 000  for 
the  first  time. 

There  were  two  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  department  during  the  year, 
Mr.  J.  K.  Morgan  being  appointed  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  on  30th 
May,  1966,  replacing  Mr.  A.  Moore  who  resigned  on  the  31st  January,  1966.  At 
the  end  of  March,  1966,  Mrs.  Proctor,  who  had  been  with  the  department  since 
30th  January,  1956,  left  in  order  to  train  as  a midwife , her  place  in  the 
office  being  filled  by  Miss  Gr.  C.  Allen. 
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In  conclusion  I have  again  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Sharpe,  to  all  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs,  and  in  particular  to  the  staff  and  workmen  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  help  and  loyal  support  during  the  year.

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OFFICE  ROUTINE 


The  work  of  the  Clerical  Staff  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  smooth 
running  of  the  department.  Whilst  being  routine  in  so  far  as  records  and 
statistics  have  to  be  collated  in  order  to  complete  the  many  statistical 
returns  required  by  the  various  government  departments  it  is  in  actual  fact 
constantly  changing.  New  Acts  and  Regulations  appertaining  to  the  work  of  the 
department  are  frequently  coming  into  operation,  each  one  being  more  complex 
and  far  reaching  than  its  predecessor.  Not  only  does  this  involve  the  office 
staff  in  extra  work  but  also  means  that  all  new  legislation  has  to  be  studied 
in  order  to  carry  out  the  duties  efficiently.  We  have  been  extremely  fortunate 
in  this,  as  all  the  staff  are  extremely  capable  and  efficient  in  the  execution 
of  their  duties  and  above  all  loyal  to  the  Council. 


The  accent  during  the  year  has  again  been  on  reorganisation  and 
streamlining  wherever  possible  to  increase  efficiency  rather  than  to  increase 
the  numbers  of  staff. 

Again  all  records  and  reports  were  completed  as  required  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  statistical  data  was  up  to  date. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  within  the  area,  the  needs  of  the 
district  being  supplied  from  the  abattoirs  at  Manchester  and  Warrington.  The 
meat  in  the  butchers  shops  and  in  the  works  canteens  is  of  first  class 
quality. 


Again  I would  stress  that  whilst  we  have  no  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  the  inspection  of  food  is  a vital  part  of  our  routine  work  and  one 
which  takes  up  a fair  percentage  of  our  time.  The  fact  that  the  table  of  food- 
stuffs condemned  is  relatively  small  does  not  imply  that  food  is  not  being 
inspected,  but  rather  that  regular  visits  to  food  premises  is  maintaining  a 
high  standard. 

The  co-operation  of  the  food  traders  is  everything  that  could  be 
desired.  Numerous  visits  are  made  at  the  request  of  traders  to  pass  judgement 
on  doubtful  stock  or  on  the  contents  of  ref rigeration  units  after  electrical 
failures  etc.  Yet  in  spite  of  the  regular  visits  and  the  goodwill  of  the  trade 
things  do  go  wrong  - individuals  get  careless  particularly  on  stock  rotation  and 
the  odd  article  of  unsound  food  gets  through  to  the  public.  These  breaches  are 
looked  upon  very  seriously  and  in  all  cases  are  reported  and  appropriate  action 
taken.  Some  persons  are  inclined  to  think  that  this  is  a drastic  line  to  take 
bub  I would  remind  them  that  the  Public  Health  Department  is  the  only 
safequard  the  public  have  against  the  sale  of  unfit  food.

The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  area  changes  very  little  from 
year  to  year,  the  only  additions  being  one  club  and  two  snack  bars.  Whilst 
the  numbers  have  remained  fairly  static  there  has  been  many  changes  in 
occupation.  This  tends  to  higher  the  standards  as  the  new  proprietors 
usually  carry  out  improvements  when  taking  over  the  business. 

Work  in  this  connection  is  progressive  and  at  no  time  is  it 
possible  to  say  that  every  food  premises  in  the  district  complies  in  every 
respect  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Whilst  it  is  true  that  there  are 
always  items  outstanding  the  general  standard  of  food  premises  throughout 
the  district  is  good.  At  no  time  during  the  year  was  it  necessary  to  resort 
to  legal  proceedings.

It  would  appear  from  the  foregoing  tables  that  the  same  items  are 
outstanding  from  year  to  year  - statistically  this  may  be  so  - but  on  care- 
ful checking  it  will  be  found  that  the  outstanding  items  apply,  in  the  main, 
to  different  premises  than  recorded  the  previous  year. 


Out  of  this  emerges  one  startling  and  disquieting  fact  - that  the 
majority  of  persons  engaged  in  the  preparation,  sale,  and  storage  of  food  do 
not  think  it  incumbent  on  them  to  study  or  even  consider  the  laws  and 
regulations  relating  to  their  businesses.  Premises  which  are  satisfactory- 
are  altered  with  complete  disregard  for  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  The  whole  attitude  is  to  wait  until  the  inspector  calls  and 
tells  them  what  they  have  to  do,  instead  of  reading  the  regulations  and 
doing  what  is  required  without  having  to  be  told  every  time.  This  not  only 
applies  to  major  items  but  also  to  notices  regarding  washing  of  hands  etc. 

If  one  gets  taken  down  for  decorating  or  is  lost  it  is  rarely  replaced  until 
the  next  inspection  when  the  proprietor  is  told  that  it  is  a statutory 
obligation  to  provide  such  notices. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  whilst  the  majority  of  food  premises 
are  maintained  at  a really  high  standard  it  is  only  by  constant  inspection 
and  supervision  that  satisfactory  standards  are  maintained  throughout  the 
district. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  under  the  provisions  of  Sections 
1 to  7 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  is  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  being  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  district 
of  Irlam. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
following  details  of  samples  obtained  in  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  during 
1966,  by  the  Assistant  County  Public  Health  Officers. 
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A total  of  70  samples  was  obtained,  consisting  of  34  samples  of  milk 
(4  of  which  were  Channel  Islands  milk)  and  36  others  comprising:

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  now  thirty-one  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice- 
cream, a decrease  of  four  on  the  previous  year.  With  the  exception  of  one 
Manufacturer/Retailer,  all  are  selling  pre-packed  ice-cream  manufactured 
outside  the  district. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  at  the  premises  of  the  manufacturer  is 
very  satisfactory.  The  ice-cream  at  this  establishment  is  made  from  a cold 
mix  and  the  requirements  of  the  ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959? 
are  being  satisfactorily  complied  with.

Fifty-six  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  during  the  year* 
The  premises  were  inspected  for  general  cleanliness  and  the  temperature  of 
the  ice-cream  was  regularly  checked.  The  temperature  of  the  ice-cream  on 
vehicles  operating  in  our  area  was  also  checked  - no  special  visits  being  made 
for  this  purpose  but  temperatures  tested  when  a vendor  is  met  in  the  road 
during  the  normal  course  of  work. 

Three  samples  of  ice-cream  -were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  testing  all  of  which  were  placed  in  Grade  I. 

MILK  MB  DAIRIES 

The  day  of  the  small  daily  has  now  passed.  Like  many  other  aspects 
of  our  modem  way  of  living  the  large  combines  have  completely  taken  over. 
There  are  still  two  premises  registered  as  dairies  but  these  have  in  actual 
fact  been  relegated  to  milk  stores.  No  loose  milk  is  handled  in  the  district 
the  whole  of  the  supplies  coming  in  ready  bottled  from  large  dairies  outside 
our  area.

The  two  premises  still  on  the  register  as  dairies  do  not  handle  any 
loose  milk.  In  each  case  the  machinery  for  heat  treatment  and  bottling  has 
been  dismantled,  the  milk  being  received  at  the  premises  ready  bottled  and 

distributed  direct  to  the  customer. 

Licences  for  the  retailing  of  milk  by  the  distributors  in  the 
district  are  issued  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  who,  as  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority,  also  carry  out  the  routine  sampling  of  milk  sold  in  our 
area. 


Apart  from  routine  inspections  no  special  action  was  taken  through- 
out the  year. 
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HOUSING- 


When  considered  against  the  general  picture  throughout  the  country 
housing  conditions  in  Irlam  are  very  satisfactory . We  have  no  "back  to  back, 
houses  nor  have  we  any  sections  of  the  district  which  may  be  classed  as 
slums.  The  decay  of  property,  like  most  things,  is  progressive  and  insidious, 
and  there  comes  a time  when  one  has  to  decide  what  action  to  take  regarding 
this  ageing  property.  With  the  passing  of  time  conditions  and  circumstances 
have  changed.  At  one  time  practically  all  the  older  terraced  properties 
were  tenanted  and  the  monetary  return  of  the  owners  was  a guide  as  to  the 
limits  of  repairs  and  improvements  which  may  reasonably  be  expected.  Now 
the  position  is  reversedo  Over  half  of  this  type  of  property  is  owner/occu- 
pied  and  expenditure  considered  unreasonable  in  a rented  house  becomes 
acceptable  to  an  owner/occupier®  Thus  we  get  a mixture  of  houses  brought  up 
to  a reasonable  standard,  including  full  amenities,  and  houses  still  rented 
being  maintained  on  the  absolute  minimum  of  repair®  Under  these  conditions 
the  obvious  line  to  take  is  the  modernisation  of  all  suitable  properties® 
Unfortunately  the  response  from  the  owners  has  been  disappointing  in  spite  of 
the  generous  grants.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  owners  of  these  properties  do 
not  leave  matters  until  the  only  possible  action  is  demolition®

OVERCROWDING 


It  may  be  expected  that  when  housing  conditions  are  reasonably 
satisfactory  the  incidence  of  statxitoiy  overcrowding  is  very  low®  In  actual 
fact  no  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  were  recorded  during  1966®  Two 
alleged  cases  were  investigated  but  were  found  to  be  lack  of  bedroom 
accommodation  and  not  statutory  overcrowding  for  which  purpose  all  usable 
rooms  in  the  house  are  taken  into  account. 
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KMT  ACT,  1957. 


This  act,  although  being  used  extensively  by  tenants  on  the  Ferryhill 
Estate  as  a means  to  get  repairs  and  external  painting  done,  appears  to  be 
gradually  being  forgotten  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  district.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Gypsies  or  tinkers  occasionally  camp  on  spare  ground  in  the  district 
for  the  odd  night  or  two  but  move  on  without  giving  any  cause  for  complaint® 
There  is  nothing  to  report  in  connection  with  other  moveable  dwellings® 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  a few  properties  in  the  Glazebury  Moss  area 
which  are  supplied  by  the  Warrington  Corporation  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
is  served  by  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department®  The  supply  is 
constant  and  all  premises  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains®  The  supply  is 
satisfactory  both  in  quality , and  quantity,  there  being  no  evidence  of  plumb  o- 
solvent  action®  No  information  is  available  as  to  the  Fluoride  content  of 
the  supply o 

There  are  6,021  dwelling  houses  in  the  area  all  of  which  are  supplied 
directly  from  the  public  water  main  thus  covering  the  whole  of  the  population 

(17*100)  of  the  district® 


WATER  COURSES 

The  natural  water  courses  in  the  district  are  the  Glaze  Brook  which 
is  the  boundary  of  the  district  on  the  West,  Platts  Brook,  Irlam,  and  a 
section  of  the  old  bed  of  the  River  Irwell®  In  addition  to  the  nature.!  water 
courses  we  have  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  which  forms  the  southern  boundary 

of  the  district® 

Routine  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  for  general  conditions 

and  rodent  control® 
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There  were  no  complaints  regarding  any  of  the  main  water  courses 
during  the  year*  This  was,  in  all  probability  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
summer  was  not  a particularly  dry  one  and  the  waters  from  the  Rivers  Irwell 
and  Mersey  were  sufficient  to  keep  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  sufficiently 
diluted  so  as  to  prevent  the  usual  nuisance  which  arises  each  summer* 

The  improvements  to  the  Glaze  Brook  and  Platts  Brook  have 
eliminated  all  the  old  sources  of  nuisance  which  arose  in  the  past* 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Apart  from  a few  farms  and  farm  cottages  on  the  moss  area  all 
properties  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  work  of  converting  the  outstanding  premises  on  the  moss  to 
a water  carriage  system  has  been  virtually  at  a standstill  during  the 
year.  As  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  there  are  twenty-nine  premises 
still  to  be  converted*  details  of  which  are  as  follows:

The  sewage  is  received  and  dealt  with  at  the  Council*  s Sewage  Works 
situated  at  Cumberland  Avenue*  Cadishead,  where  it  is  treated  by  the  activated 
sludge  method  prior  to  discharge  into  the  Glaze  Brook. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  situated  within  the  district 
b oundaries. 

A&RICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH,  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

This  Act,  which  covers  a very  wide  field  relating  to  the  Safety, 
Health,  and  Welfare  of  Agricultural  workers  only  implicates  local  authorities 
in  three  sections  dealing  with  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  administration  of  these  sections,  which  involves  the  checking 
of  sanitary  accommodation  is  worked  in  with  other  duties,  mainly  rodent 
control,  so  as  to  eliminate  duplication  of  visits. 
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Whilst  the  visits  are  recorded  as  visits  for  rodent  control  purposes 
they  are  in  fact  dual  purpose  routine  visits*  Apart  from  this  four  visits 
were  made  for  the  specific  purpose  of  the  Act,  The  requirements  of  the  Act 
w ere  being  reasonably  complied  with  and  no  formal  action  was  found  necessary* 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  only  forward  step  in  the  fight  for  a cleaner  atmosphere  in  the 
district  was  the  Council* s decision  to  recommence  work  on  Smoke  Control 
Areas*  Although  the  creation  of  new  Smoke  Control  Areas  has  been  discontinued 
for  three  years  the  number  of  premises  in  the  areas  already  declared  has 
steadily  increased  due  to  the  fact  that  Irlam  No*  2 Order  covered  a major 
development  area.  This  has  resulted  in  statistics  on  the  percentage  of  houses 
under  Smoke  Control  showing  our  district  as  keeping  pace  with  most  other 
authorities* 

The  collection  of  atmospheric  pollution  data  along  with  neighbouring 
authorities  continued  during  the  year.  Eor  this  purpose  there  are  three 
volumetric  apparatus  situated  at  Longfield  Lodge,  Cadishead,  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  515/521  Liverpool  Road,  Irlam,  and  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society, 
Margarine  Works,  Irlam,  respectively*  Prom  these  apparatus  we  obtain  day  to 
day  details  of  smoke  and  SO 2 in  the  atmosphere  in  the  district* 

The  average  monthly  figures  for  19 66  and  previous  years  are  given 
in  the  following  tab less 
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Whilst  it  is  dangerous  to  compare  one  year  with  another  without 
going  into  all  the  climatic  considerations  it  is  encouraging  to  note  the  down- 
ward trend  in  both  smoke  and  SGp  during  the  year  under  review®

Apart  from  the  occassional  breakdown,  no  trouble  was  encountered 
regarding  smoke  from  industrial  boiler  plant®  All  plants  have  been  brought  up 
w required,  standard,  and  are  well  maintained® 


The  main  source  of  pollution  was  again  in  the  central  part  of  the 
district  due  to  the  discharge  of  iron  oxide  from  the  Oxygen  Lancing  at  the 
Lancashire  Steel  Manufac taring  Co.  Ltd.  Much  of  your  Inspectors*  time  along 
with  that  of  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector  was  spent  in  trying  to  get  the  management 
to  make  the  best  use  of  the  existing  apparatus  and  keep  the  pollution  to  the 
lowest  possible  level.  In  view  of  present  circumstances  and  uncertainty  as 
to  future  development  there  appears  to  be  little  hope  of  any  improvements 
being  made  on  the  existing  furnaces.  Whether  or  not  new  techniques  will 
improve  the  situation  only  the  future  will  decide. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Clean  Air  Society  and  your 
inspector  was  agaih  re-elected  as  a member  of  the  North  West  Divisional 
Council  of  that  body. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

During  the  year  342  visits  were  made  to  shops  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act. 


The  number  of  occupied  shops  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  1 966  was 
247  being  a decrease  of  7 from  the  previous  year.  The  shops  are  fairly 
evenly  distributed  there  being  118  in  Irlam  and  129  in  Cadishead.

The  Irlam  Urban  District  having  a population  of  less  than  20,000  is 
not  a “local  authority”  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  but  being  a sanitary 
authority  we  are  responsible  for  the  provisions  relating  to  ventilation,  temp 
erature,  and  sanitary  accommodation. 


We  do,  however,  act  as  agents  for  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  inspect 
the  shops,  checking  on  matters  relating  to  the  employment  of  young  persons 
etc,  on  their  behalf®  The  sections  of  the  Act  dealing  with  Closing  Hours 
are  operated,  directly  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council * 

OFFICES , SHOPS  AND  MILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

During  the  year  32  new  registrations  were  received  and  14  premises 
were  deleted  from  the  register  for  various  reasons  * (e0g0  Change  of  occupiers 
in  shops  etc®  resulting  in  a change  of  employer;  or  persons  no  longer  employed 
in  premises)* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  140  premises  were  registered  under  the  Act, 
all  of  which  have  now  received  a general  inspection*  A total  of  403  persons 
are  employed  in  these  premises*  In  addition  6 general  inspections  were 
carried  out  at  premises  which  have  not  yet  registered* 

Fifty-eight  general  inspections  were  carried  out  during  1966  and 
117  registered  premises  received  a second  visit  during  the  year  to  check  on 
progress  made  in  complying  with  the  Act*  Two  hundred  and  sixty  visits  of 
all  kinds  were  made  during  the  year*  Of  the  premises  registered  17  Offices, 

84  Shops,  10  Catering  Establishments,  and  one  other  premises  now  comply 
fully  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act* 

Employers  in  the  district  affected  by  the  Act  have  been  most 
co-operative*  Difficulty  was  at  first  experienced  in  persuading  employers 
to  obtain  the  Abstract  of  the  Act  from  the  Stationery  Office®  This  was 
overcome  by  the  Council  purchasing  a number  and  reselling  to  them*

The  Council  owns  a modem  indoor  Swimming  Pool,  which  was  opened  in 
July*  1965*  Set  in  Princes  Park  it  is  both  aesthetically  pleasing  and 
technically  well  designed*  It  contains  the  pool,  a public  balcony  with 
fixed  seating  for  128  people,  separate  changing  accommodation  and  toilet 
facilities*  A cafeteria  is  also  provided  where  drinks  and  snacks  can  be 
obtained  from  automatic  vending  machines* 

The  design  of  the  building  is  such  that  the  swimmers  have  to  pass 
through  a pre-cleansing  area  containing  showers  and  the  entrance  to  and  exit 
from  the  pool  can  only  be  effected  through  a foot  bath  of  continously  running 
chlorinated  water.  The  pool  is  110  feet  long  and  42  feet  wide,  the  depth  of 
the  pool  being  from  3 feet  at  the  shallow  end  to  llfeet  6 inches  at  the  deep 
end.  It  has  a capacity  of  approximately  200,000  gallons  and  the  filtration 
plant  gives  it  a turnover  of  the  entire  pool  contents  in  approximately  4 
hours.  All  heating  requirements  are  provided  by  an  oil  fired  boiler  plant. 
During  the  year  9 samples  of  'water  from  the  pool  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  4 for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results  in  all  cases 
showed  the  water  to  be  quite  safe  for  bathing  purposes. 

The  automatic  vending  machines  in  the  cafeteria  are  also  inspected 
regularly  to  ensure  their  cleanliness* 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Out  of  372  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  only  thirteen 
required  domiciliary  visits. 

Specimens  of  faeces,  etc.  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination  either  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners 
or  to  cheok  contacts  of  notified  cases  of  dysentery’  and  food  poisoning.

MORTUARY 


The  mortuary , which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  Longfield  Lodge, 
Cadishead,  is  maintained  by  the  department* 

The  building  which  was  opened  in  September,  1964,  has  an  air 
cleansing  and  conditioning  plant  and  comprises  a receiving  room;  post  mortem 
room;  viewing  room;  relative9  s waiting  room;  doctor9  s suite  which  includes 
an  office,  toilet  facilities,  and  sanitary  accommodation;  attendant9 s room 
fitted  with  lockers;  store  rooms;  and  a six  section  refrigeration  unit* 

The  waiting  room  and  a section  of  the  viewing  room  are  fully  furnished  with 
modem  furniture  and  fitted  carpets*  A full  range  of  equipment  and 
instruments  has  been  provided  for  the  use  of  pathologists  using  the 
mortuary. 


As  a normal  routine  the  mortuary  is  cleansed  by  a part  time 
mortuary  attendant  three  times  each  week  and  after  use. 

During  the  year  the  Mortuary  was  in  use  on  30  occasions.

DISINFESTATION 

The  work  of  disinfestation  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
General  Assistant  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 
There  has  been  little  change  over  the  last  year  in  the  number  of  infest- 
ations reported  and  as  in  previous  years  all  infestations  were  success- 
fully treated  with  proprietary  brands  of  insecticide. 

The  free  service  provided  by  the  department  undoubtedly  prompts 
early  notification  of  infestations,  which  allows  early  action  to  follow 
thus  assist ing  in  insect  control.

Rodent  Control 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  daily  complaints  the  new  system  of 
sfblock  control”  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and 
Food  has  been  in  operation,  during  the  year.  To  work  this  system  the  district 
has  been  divided  into  areas  and  each  area  is  systematically  surveyed  by  the 
General  Assistant  and  noison  is  laid,  where  evidence  of  infestations  are 
found.  Revisits  are  made  and  further  treatments  are  carried  out  Tin  til  there 
is  no  further  evidence  of  rodent  infestation.  The  new  system  has  increased 
the  amount  of  office  administration  and,  fieldwork. 


Warfarin  poison  is  still  being  used  end  there  has  been  no  evidence 
of  resistance  to  it  either  by  rats  or  mice,  but  close  attention  is  being 
paid  to  all  treatments.

In  accordance  with  conditions  of  licence  four  tanks  which  had  been 
in  use  for  over  thirty  years  were  tested  all  of  which  we re  satisfactory.  The 
test  applied  is  8 lbs.  per  square  inch  pressure  over  a period  of  24  hours. 

Two  installations  were  discontinued  and  rendered  safe  in  accordance  with  the 
Petroleum  Acts.  The  licences  for  these  were  cancelled. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


General 

The  year  under  reviev/  was  one  of  the  most  active  and  important  for 
many  years.  Following  the  submission  of  a detailed  review  and  a report  on  the 
changes  which  had  taken  place  over  the  past  fifteen  years,  the  Public  Health- 
Committee  agreed  to  adopt  far  reaching  proposals  for  the  betterment  of  the 
service.  This  was  not  done  because  the  old  system  was  unsatisfactory  but  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  changes  of  time  and  as  far  as  was  foreseable  to  make 
provision  for  the  future.  We  have  always  prided  ourselves  that  the  efficiency 
of  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Services  is  equal  to  any  in  the  country  and  we 
have  always  gone  far  beyond  our  statutory  obligations  by  carrying  out  tasks 
and  services  which  we  consider  will  benefit  the  community  as  a whole  without 
any  disruption  of  the  collection  of  household  refuse.  The  changes  adopted 
in  April,  1966  have  been  proved  as  being  on  the  right  progressive  lines  by 
the  findings  of  the  Y/orking  Par ty  on  Refuse  Collection.  In  fact  some  of  their 
recommendations  were  in  force  in  our  district  over  ten  years  ago.  Apart  from 
a change-over*  to  the  paper  sack  system,  a change  which  at  this  stage  could  not 
in  my  opinion  be  justified  on  a financial  basis,  the  only  major  point  to  be 
considered  is  the  collection  of  garden  refuse. 
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Labour 


As  part  of  the  reorganisation  the  labour  force  was  altered  so  as  to 
include  a separate  foreman. 

With  a small  labour  force  the  decision  as  to  when  a separate  foreman 
can  be  justified  is  always  difficult  to  decide.  After  over  twelve  months 
working  I am  convinced  that  the  right  decision  was  made  when  we  appointed 
Mr.  Litchfield  as  foreman.  Not  only  has  he  acted  as  a liaison  between  the 
office  and  workmen  but  has  also  filled  any  breach  in  the  service  caused  by 
absenteeism.

Whilst  systems  may  be  altered  and  improved  the  ultimate  result  depends 
on  manpower.  The  Public  Cleansing  Service  is  one  of  the  most  important  services 
the  Council  have  to  administer  but  it  cannot  by  any  stretch  of  imagination  be 
classed  as  glamorous  from  the  workmen’ s point  of  view.  Establishment  figures 
look  quite  good  and  adequate  on  paper  but  more  important  is  the  number  which 
turn  up  for  work  each  week.

The  work  of  the  refuse  collection  service  gyows  annually.  During  the 
year  the  number  of  bins  emptied  weekly  Increased  by  342  involving  visits  to  an 
extra  300  premises.  The  total  number  of  bins  emptied  each  cycle  of  the  rounds 
was  6,780  from  6,273  premises. 
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Despite  the  troubles  with  staffing  the  weekly  collection  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  worked  on  a district  system , 
the  crew  of  each  vehicle  being  responsible  for  a set  section  of  the  district . 
The  method  used  is  the  carry  and  empty  method.

The  bin  bonus  scheme  adopted  in  May,  1962  is  still  working  satis- 
factorily providing  the  incentive  for  the  men  to  keep  the  rounds  up  to  date 
when  numbers  are  depleted.  The  average  bonus  paid  over  the  year  was 
£1  19s.  3d.  per  man  per  week. 

During  the  year  208  requests  were  received  for  the  removal  of  old 
unwanted  furniture  etc.  this  being  almost  double  the  number  for  the  previous 
year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  due  to  the  publicity  given  to  this  scheme  the 
general  public  are  now  making  full  use  of  it.  The  acceptance  of  the  fact 
that  this  type  of  mate  rial  is  indeed  household  refuse  and  the  removal  of  it 
free  of  chargd  has  reduced  the  amount  of  dumping  over  the  past  few  years  to 
almost  nil.  Whilst  this  type  of  refuse  constitutes  only  a small  proportion 
of  the  whole  it  does  create  problems  (e.g#  collections  can  only  be  made  apart 
from  the  normal  collection  of  refuse  and  so,  in  the  main,  is  done  on 
Saturday  mornings;  the  type  of  vehicle  used  has  to  be  such  as  will  take 
bulky  articles).  These,  however,  are  not  such  as  to  detract  from  the 
usefulness  of  the,  service  but  are  merely  problems  to  overcome  in  the  normal 
course  of  events. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  filling  in  of  the  low-lying  land  adjoining  the  Glaze  Brook  was 
completed  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  year.  A new  tip  was  started  on 
land  owned  by  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  Company  off  Ferry  Road*  Irlam*  Much 
preparatory  work  had  to  be  done  by  way  of  erecting  buildings,  soil  stripping 
and  fencing  etc.  In  order  to  improve  the  general  appearance  it  was  decided 
to  erect  a fence  consisting  of  concrete  posts  with  wooden  panels. 
Unfortunately  this  has  attracted  the  attention  of  the  vandals  who  seem  to 
delight  in,  smashing  the  wooden  panels,  particularly  at  week  ends. 
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The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping ♦ A new,  larger, 
bulldozer  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  this  has  greatly  assisted  in 
keeping  the  tip  properly  sealed . The  sealing  material  used  is  of  a sandstone 
nature  which  is  being  dug  out  of  the  line  of  the  old  River  Irwell  course  which 
runs  across  the  site.  The  following  loads  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  the 
tip  during  the  year;

The  income  from  the  tipping  charge  for  trade  waste  over  the  year  was 
<£58  8s.  Od. 


During  the  year  a bonus  scheme  was  introduced  for  the  tip  men  based 
on  the  average  weekly  bonus  of  the  men  engaged  on  refuse  collection.  This  has 
averaged  a weekly  bonus  of  £1  18s.  3d.  per  man. 

With  the  acquisition  of  a larger  bulldozer  it  was  realised  that  there 
was  not  sufficient  work  to  keep  two  men  fully  employed  on  the  tip  and  yet  from 
a safety  point  of  view  it  was  not  advisable  to  have  only  one  man  on  the  tip  in 
case  of  accident.  In  order  to  maintain  full  employment  for  the  two  men  a new 
electric  paper  baling  press  v/as  installed  in  one  of  the  buildings  and  trailer 
loads  of  paper  are  diverted  to  this  press  from  the  vehicles  operating  near  to 
the  tip.  This  has  had  the  twofold  effect  of  speeding  up  the  collection  rounds 
and  increasing  the  amount  of  paper  baled  and  sold. 

Dustbin  Replacement  Scheme 

The  bin  replacement  scheme  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  Although 
the  scheme  was  closely  studied  during  the  time  of  the  general  review  it  was 
decided  that  it  could  not  be  improved  or  simplified.

The  reorganisation  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Services , as  was  predicted, 
had  a very  marked  effect  on  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  and  sold.  In  the 
year  under  review  the  increase,  both  in  quantity  and  income,  was  in  the  region 
of  3 This  is  all  the  more  remarkable  when  one  considers  that  the  previous 
year1  s figure  was,  at  that  time,  the  highest  since  the  inception  of  salvage 
collection  in  our  area.  .An  increase  of  this  nature  on  what  was,  according  to 
the  statistics,  nearly  double  the  national  average  is  a remarkable  achievement. 

I would  point  out  that  this  has  been  done  without  detriment  to  the 
refuse  collection  service  and  with  great  beneficial  affect  on  the  refuse  disposal 
work.  Not  only  would  over  400  tons  of  paper  take  up  a lot  of  tipping  space  but 
would  also  considerably  affect  the  stability  of  the  tip. 

The  salvage  bonus  scheme,  in  which  all  workmen  in  the  cleansing  service 
share,  is  based  on  a percentage  of  total  sales  of  salvage  collected  and  is  paid 
quarterly.  The  average  weekly  bonus  per  man  paid  under  this  scheme  over  the 
year  was  <£1  Is.  6d. 

In  addition  to  this  the  men  engaged  on  baling  are  paid  a bonus  based  on 
tonnage  baled  and  sold.  The  weekly  average  for  the  two  men  engaged  on  this  work 
was  £2  1 6s.  lid. 


Whilst  the  collection  of  salvage  is  frowned  upon  in  some  quarters  it  is 
a very  essential  part  of  our  own  organisation*  The  income  from  salvage,  although 
not  making  a large  direct  profit,  does  make  a marked  indirect  contribution  towards 
the  upkeep  of  the  service  in  the  following  manner: 


(l)  It  pays  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  over  400  tons 
of  what  would  be  normal  refuse. 


(2)  It  provides  extra  money  by  way  of  bonuses  which  enables 
us  to  reasonably  compete  with  local  industry  for  labour. 

(3)  It  is  an  asset  to  the  national  economy.
